Accordingly, 
allowed Claim 8 has been incorporated in independent Claim 1 and allowed Claim 7 has 
been rewritten in independent form. The remaining claims either depend from these 
claims or have been cancelled. The claims have been cancelled to expedite prosecution 
and to allow entry of this amendment after final and not in acquiescence in the 
Examiner's rejection of these claims. Applicants reserve the right to pursue claims of the 
same or similar scope in one or more continuation applications. In addition a minor 
amendment to claim 5 has been made to correct the antecedent basis for a term in that 
claim.
